Parents arc cautioned on the 
urgency of. such' a. screening for 
their • children in this age group 
but the Jaycees would also like 
to educate the parents as to what 
exactly Amblyopia is. 

A newborn child sees with only 
one eye at a time; the brain docs 
not handle images from both eyes 
simultaneously until approxi- 
mately two years of age. 

By this time the visual function 
should be fixed whereby the two 
images become one and lie sees 
the same thing with the same de- 
gree of clarity with both -eyes. 

Not so .with Amblyopia. The 
Image from the one eye is blur* 
red perhaps by farsightedness, 
astigmatism, and eye muscle 
disorder or other cause. 

So when the child tries to fuse 
the image with that of his good 
eye, he does not see properly. 

Unconsciously, he may suppress 
the blurry image of ..his weak 
eye, and in so doing the develop- 
ment of vision is retarded. 

To restore proper development, 
the vision of the amblyopic eye 
must be improved. This is nor- 
mally done by patching the good 
eye in order to stimulate the use 
and development of the poorer 
eye. 

If the problem is not found in 
time, the child may be in (rou- 
ble. " " . ~ T 
^For example, he ^will -never 
have normal depth perception, 
for this requires two eyes. He 
may have difficulty in school, 
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and will certainly be limited in 
the kinds of jobs he can perform 
as an adult,. 

If he should injure his good eye, 
he might well find himself .with- 
out useful vision. Therefore, it 
is important to find and correct 
eye defects which lead to ambly- 
opia, and if amblyopia is already 
present the eye must be retrain- 
ed, if possible, lo focus properly 
and to work as a team with the 
other eye. 

..The Better Vision Institute is 
greatly conccrncd-wilh the prev- 
alence of amblyopia which is as 
;high as one In twenty American 
children. - * 

It is for this reason the. Lake 
Region Jaycees are ' conducting 
the free vision screening for 
children between the ages . of 
three and sue years. The test 
will simply tell the parents if 
their child needs (0 be taken to 
an ,cye doctor for further exam* 
inaiion. 

Every parent must ask (hem- 
selves if they arc willing to risk 
the chance of their child being 
the one in twenty. ' 

The only way to know is to 
have the child's eyes examined 
.by a screening program. such as 
(his one being offered this Satur- 
day by the Jaycees in the Antioch 
High School Cafeteria.

There Is some historical evi- 
dence that pork and beef graced 
the Pilgrims' tables at the first 
Thanksgiving dinner -according to 
David 11. Stroud, -President of" the 
National Live Slock and Meat 
Board. 

Stroud quoted one historic 
source as staling the women 
spent many, days preparing for 
the feast; that "children were 
kept busy turning roasts on spits, 
or roils, in front of open fires." 

"What kind of roasts?" he 
asks. "They could, hove been 
venison, brought by friendly In- 
dians. : but "who is to soy they 
weren't roasts- of beef and/or 
pork? We do know, cattle and 
hogs were brought to the new 
colony on the Mayflower along 
wilh barrels of pickled beef and 
sailed pork." 

He suggests the possibility that 
over the span of 347 years, tra- 
dUiunal accounts of that Thanks- 
giving may have established 
turkey as the main course be- 
cause at Ibal lime it was a new 
fund introduced to the Pilgrims 
by the Indians. At the same 
time stories of the first Thanks- 
giving simply may have, neglect- 
ed mentioning other foods ou the 
menu, such as beef and pork. 

"It is true that in order to" 
build fill lire' meat supplies, the 



Pilgrims made an effort to live 
off wild animals rather than 
slaughtering the few animals 
they had brought wilh them," he 
said. "This, foresight -.. helped 
them solve their food problem 
much more quickly than if they 
kiHtSdioff their future sources of 
meat.' However, since this was 
a very special occasion for re- 
joicing and feasting, it's possible, 
the ban on slaughtering livestock 
was lifted as part of the Thanks- 
giving observance."

Dairy Farmers 
Win Ail-Time 
.High-Milk Price 

Reaching an all-time high for 
the Chicago market, a minimum 
order blend price of $5.12 per 
hundredweight will be paid dairy 
farmers for Grade A milk deliv- 
ered during October to plants 
within Zone I of the Chicago 
Regional federal milk market or- 
der, Pure Milk Association an- 
nounced today. .The $5.12 is four 
cents higher than the September 
blend price*. 

Zone 1 includes the llliuios and 
Wisconsin territory within 85 
mites of Chicago city hall, plus 
Milwaukee County, Wis., and 
Winnebago county, Illinois. 

The higher October blend price 
is due mainly to an increase in 
utilization of Class I (bottling) 
milk and a five-cent increase in 
the Class' JI (manufacturing) 
milk price. 

October Class I utilization un- 
der the- Chicago . regional order 
was 65 per cent of the 535,128,541 
total pounds of milk in the pool. 
The September Class I utiliza- 
tion was G3_per cent of total pool 
receipts. 

The $5.12 federal order mini- 
mum price applies to milk of -3.5 
per cent bultcrfat content and is 
a blend of the $5.53 ped hundred- 
weight minimum order price for 
Class 1 milk and the $4,28 per 
hundredweight for Class II 
(manufacturing* milk. 

The .producer butterfat differ- 
ential on October milk was 8.2 
cents per hundredweight for each 
one-tenth of 1 per cent above or 
below 3.5 per cent. This differ- 
ential follows the average whole- 
sale price for ftt-scorc butter on 
the Chicago market, 

A superpool established by 
Central . Milk -Producers, Cooper- 
ative provides funds for maintain- 
ing a standby pool, advertising 
and promotion, and " supplies 
needed to meet local market de- 
mand. 

Central Milk Producers Cooper- 
ative is a group of Wisconsin and 
Illinois dairy farmer coopera- 
tives, including Pure Milk Asso- 
ciation, which supplies most of 
Chicago's Grade A milk. PMA is 
marketing agent for the group. 



New Flu Outbreak 
Expected [For_'68-\69 



The flu warning flag is up 
again! The U. S. Public. Health 
Service Advisory Committee now 
warns that a new strain of Asian 
flu may give the nation another 
outbreak of this troublesome ail- 
ment this winter. 

The Commute , which earlier 
had given the country an "all 
clear." revised its flu prediction 
following the identification of a 
new strain in Hong Kong in July. 

Already the Honk Kong virus, a 
variant of the A2 type that gave 
the country Ihe miseries last year, 
is beginning to spread. 

"11 is felt that the present 
change in Ihe influenza virus," 
reports the Public Health Ser- 
vice, "increases the probability 
that influenza A2 will occur ex- 
tensively in the United Stales in 
the lfl(J8-6ti season." 

Current vaccines may provide 
only limited' protection against 
the new A2 Wong Kong virus; ac» 
cording to the Public Health Ser- 
vice. Belter protection against 
it will require a newly formulated 
vaccine. The development, manu- 
facture and distribution to physi* 
cians~of-siicli a vaceine-will-rc- 
quiiv considerable time and only
